g rowth, but I 
thoug ht

recog nized a 
fa m ilia r 
pla nt— one tha t I knew when a boy 
in Germany. 
But beca use this pa rti­ 
cula r a lfa lfa w a s of an a ppa rently 
stunted g rowth, I w a s not quite cer­ 
ta in, but thought it might be an allied 
pla nt. 


But since I ca m e out to Colorado 
I sa w a lfa lfa o f a more v ig orous 
growth, and especia lly so la st Thurs­ 
da y a fternoon when I made an effort 
to hunt up Mrs. Coffey— nee Emma 
M ichael, form erly o f Rushv ille, who 
liv es on a truek “ ra nch’’ nea r Denv er. 
I rode to the city lim its on the street 
ca r and then walked two and a ha lf 
m iles fa rther w est on a country road 
and succeeded in finding her. 


It w a s on this walk tha t I had an 
opportunity to exa m ine a lfa lfa clo se­ 
ly and I positiv ely identified it a s 
the 
“ Perpetua l” or 
“ E v erla sting ” 
clov er (Ew ig er Klee) or 
known 
in 
some loca lities a s “ Blue Clov er” on 
a ccount o f its blue or ra ther purplish 
flower. 
I knew this clov er in Ger­ 
m any fifty yea rs a g o, and it had 
been ra ised there for hundreds o f 
yea rs before tha t time. 
L a st week I ca lled on Phil. Oster,

tinuously from its first introduction. 


It w a s introduced in Germany in the 
la tter h a lf o f the 10th century. 
The 
Spa nia rds 
introduced 
a lfa lfa 
in 
South America where it ha s been 
grown for sev era l centuries, but wa s 
not introduced in the United Sta tes 
until a bout 18 00 when it w a s first 
grown in Ca lifornia . 


The name “ a lfa lfa ” is from an 
Arabic word meaning “ the best fod ­ 
der.”

Sarg ent, the Harv ard phy sical direc­ 
tor, in writing upon this subject some 
y ears ag o urg ed that all athletes in­ 
dulg e in "indirect training ,’’ as he 
termed it 
The runner, he said, would

Having evaded capture so long, he 
would take any chance rather than 
submit now. 
Two days before the murder Ly­ 
nam and his wife left a court room, 
here arm in arm. Lynam had been 
for some months on bond to keep tlx* 
peace because he had threatened his 
w ife’s life. 
In court that day ho 
wept, declaring he never would hurt 
Mrs. Lynam. 
He killed her two days 
later because she would not kiss him 
nor promise to live with him. 
He 
killed her in the presence o f 
his 
young son. 
The unexplainable feature o f the 
search is that the motorcycle has not 
been found. 
This leads the police to 
believe that Lynam is still riding it. 
probably by night. They are loath to 
believe Ibis for they sa y the natural 
thing for Lynam to have done would 
be to have deserted the machine at 
some point well distant from Indi­ 
anapolis. 
Lynam had relatives in 
Illinois, 
and several reports had him making 
in that direction. 
Others declared 
they had seen him going 
towards 
Ohio, and still others believe he had 
gone into Michigan. 
The first report that Lynam was 
angry because his wife had remain­ 
ed in Cincinnati for a week, proved 
erronious. 
Mrs. Lynam has a sister 
there, Mrs. William Fox. 
But Mrs. 
Lynam had not visited Cincinnati. 
She had been at the homes o f rela­ 
tives here, fearing to see her hus­ 
band. 
When he met her on May 25 
he followed on hi> borrowed motor­ 
cycle until he stopped her in Irving­ 
ton. 
He stabbed her five times. 
One 
blow reached the heart. 
The police have sent Lynam’s de­ 
scription to the police chief or sheriff 
in pra ctically every city in the Uni­ 
ted Sta tes. 
They also have enlisted 
the co-operation o f the national a s­ 
sociation o f m otorcyclists, who are 
particularly interested 
in 
running 
down stolen machines.

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ALFALFA 


An Old Acquaintance 


x Under A New Name 


BY J. FEUDNER 


It seems but a few years ago when 


I^first heard about alfalfa, and the 
way it was mentioned and 
talked 


about at that time and since, it con- 
veyed the impression in ine that it 
was a new discovery—a new forage 
plant, which was 
such a success 


.especially in the irrigated districts 
of the arid west. Fullsome were the 
praises"of this new feed by the land 
agents who sold western lands. And 
not a few left the fertile farms of 
Rush county to go to the arid west 
to raise alfalfa arid grow rich. 


The first alfalfa I ever saw in this 


country was three years ago at the 
Agricultural Experiment Station of 
Canada, near Ottawa. It was short 
and 
of a stunted 
growth, but I 


thought 
I 
recognized a 
familiar 


plant—one that I knew when a boy 
in Germany. But because this parti- 
cular alfalfa was of an apparently 
stunted growth, I was not quite cer- 
tain, but thought it might be an allied 
plant. 


But since I came out to Colorado 


I saw alfalfa of a more vigorous 
growth, and especially so last Thurs- 
day afternoon when I made an effort 
to hunt up Mrs. Co.ffey—nee Emma 
Michael, formerly-of Rushville, who 
lives on a truck "ranch" near Denver. 
I rode to- the city limits on the street 
car and then walked two and a half 
miles farther west on a country road 
and .succeeded in finding her. 


It was on this walk that I had an 


opportunity to examine alfalfa close- 
ly and I positively identified it as 
the 
"Perpetual" or 
"Everlasting" 


clover (Ewiger Klee) or 
known in 


some localities as "Blue Clover" on 
account of its blue or rather purplish 
flower. 
I knew this clover in Ger- 


many fifty years ago, and it had 
been raised there for hundreds of 
years before that time. 


Last week I called on Phil. Oster, 


the erstwhile Rushville shoemaker, 
who has lived in Denver for about 
seven'; yearsH^Itmpulioned alfalfa to 
him .and aslfefl" him' whether Jie did 
not think-'it Vi-as-thc kind of clover 
raised in Germany. lie sa;.d, "Of 
(-'.••urse.it is the "cvcrl.isting" clovar. 
Continuing he said, "I used to toil 
some of the Rush county farmers 
years ago about this splendid cattle 
feed (before they had heard of alfal- 
fa), and they looked at me as 'hough 
I did not know what I was talking 
about." Corn was then king. 


Alfalfa is a native of Asia, but 


has been cultivated in Europe -sinc'e 
long before the time of Christ. 
It 


was carried by the 
Persians into 


Greece with the invasion by Xerxes 
in 490 B.C. It was utilized by the 
Romans in 146 B. C. Fling prais- 
ed it as a forage plant and it has 
been cultivated in parts of Italy con- 
tinuously from its first introduction. 
It was introduced in Germany in the 
latter half of the IGth century. The 
Spaniards 
introduced 
alfalfa 
in 


South America where it has been 
grown for several centuries, but was 
not introduced in the United States 
until about 18GO when it was first 
grown in California. 


The name "alfalfa" is from an 


Arabic word meaning "the best fod- 
der." 
In 
France 
and England it 


bears some other provincial names. 
It bears the name of "Lucerne," and 
Germany as "ewiger klee." Among 
other names it is known as: French 
Clover, Chilan Clover. Spanish Tre- 
fail, Purple Medik, Common Fodder, 
Snail Clover, 
Blue Snail 
Clover, 


Branching 
Clover, 
Stem 
Clover, 


Monthly Clover, Horned Clover, Per- 
eninl Clover, Blue Perenial Clover, 
Burundy Clover, and 
many 
other 


names, provincial and otherwise. 


Alfalfa 
is long-lived 
hence the 


German name of "Everlasting" clov- 
er. Fields in Mexico, it is claimed, 
have been continuously productive 
without replanting for over two hun- 
dred years, and others in France arc 
known to have flourished for more 
than a century. Its usual life in the 
United States is probably from ten to 
twenty-five years, although there is a 
field in New York that has • been 
mown successively for 
over sixty 


years. Prof. Spillman. in an address 
before the Xationaal Hay Associa- 
tion in St. Louis in 1904, said: "Al- 
falfa is the oldest plant known to 
man."

Much Specialty Work,

When a trainer finds a recruit with 


peculiar qualifications for becoming a 
first class sprinter or distance runuei 
or shot putter—or whatever his natu- 
ral specialty may be—the case may be 
dealt with in one of two ways, accord- 
ing to the skill and common souse of 
the athletic instructor. One who lucks 
a great deal of that scientific knowl- 
edge of physical man which a train- 
er is supposed to have but does not 
always possess is likely to tempt fate 
by seeking through special exercises 
to cultivate and develop to the last de- 
gree the young athlete's natural spe- 
cialty. On the other hand, the really 
wise trainer, suspecting that overde- 
velopment will throw other parts of 
the body ow of harmony, will take 
pains to secure that harmouy by suit- 
able general exercises.

case a prodigious athlete may be pro- 
duced In a single athletic event, but 
more often the man will turn out an 
utter failure even in that for which 
nature qualified him. whereas in the 
other the novice will make safer ami 
surer progress toward increased abil- 
ity.

"One reason why Ty Cobb leads Joe 


Jackson in the uniting averages each 
year is that Cobb hits all pitchers with 
impartial vigor, while Jackson plays 
favorites." declared Fred Blanding, the 
Nap pitcher. Jt was at a fanning bee 
in Cleveland the other da}-. 


"When Cobb feels like hitting there 


isn't a pitcher in the American league 
with speed or curves enough to stop 
him. Chief Bender and Jack Wai-Imp 
iioth have Jackson's groove. lie can't 
hit either of them. 


"Another reason is that Jackson isn't 


a fast.man going down to first base, 
lie is thrown out on many a hit that 
any ordinary shifty base runner would 
beat out. He's a. lightfooted person 
after he has turned first; not even Cobb 
himself will make more bases on a long 
drive. But it takes him time to get 
started. 
By the time he is rounding 


second base on a triple, say, or a pos- 
sible homer, Jackson is jus.t going 
about as fast as any man in' the Amor- 
can league can cover ground. But that 
doesn't help him to any singles. 


"It handicaps him, too, as a base 


ruuner. Jackson looks to be a long 
way oil" first most of the time, and he 
is. But he's not very often in (he right 
position to break. Cobb goes straight 
down the line, further than any other 
man in our league. He can go 'JO or Z'l 
feet and scramble back; he is never 
off his balance. But Jackson, though 
lie seems to the people in the stands to 
l>e well headed toward second, is gen- 
erally way back of the bag and really 
not one-third as far 'down' as Cobb. 


"lie never has been able to hit either 


Bender or Warhop. though he does 
about as well against Walter Johnson 
us Cobb ever has. We don't get to see 
Cobb hitting against Johnson, but from 
what I hear Ty doesn't alter his style 
materially when he faces Walter. 
We 


know Jackson doesn't. He grips his bat 
just as close to the end as when hitting 
igainst the slowest man in the league.

they will receive as much as the av- 
erage earnings of the better lawyers 
who practice in the Supreme court. 


(i. Provide for an increase of sal- 


aries of circuit judges in counties 
where the population and wealth of 
"(he counties justifies it. to an amount 
commensurate with the earnings of 
the best lawyers in the circuit. 


Speaking on the question of suf- 


frage, Jacob P. Dunn, city controller 
of Indianapolis, said that the worst 
evil of Ihe age was the purchase of 
votes, lie believes in restriction of 
suffrage, he said, to the end that 
these most apt to sell 
their 
votes 


would be prevented from voting. 


Dunn said that there should be an 


education test, that those who do 
not pay their poll tax should 
not 


vote and 
that 
full naturalization 


should be enforced, lie said one of 
the greatest evils sprang from the 
practice of allowing those who can- 
not write or read to call to their aid 
(he poll clerk, who fills out'the ballot. 
Many voters who can read take ad- 
vantage of this and sell their votes, 
furnishing proof to the corrupt poll 
clerk that they hare voted as de- 
sired, he said. He declared the edu- 
cational test would prevent Ibis. 


Dunn did not come out 
un- 


qualifiedly 
for 
the 
constitutional 


convention. 
He said he 
thought 


the constitution might be amend- 
ed 
by the legislature, 
but 
that 


he could see no danger in the con- 
vcnlion. He touched only lightly on 
woman suffrage, saying that he be- 


I lieved women also should have re- 


stricied suffrage, the same as that he 
had advocated for men. 


Voicing, she said, the sentiment of 


the women of Indiana, Dr. Amelia 
Keller of Indianapolis, president of 
the Equal Suffrage League of Indi- 
ana, said in the constitutional con- 
vention conference that "the 
ques- 


tion of votes for women is far more 
important than all other 
proposed 


changes to the constitution because 
it is more fundamental." She said it 
concerned the 
well-being 
of 
the! 


whole human race. 


"The 
question," she said, 


hether women who bear responsi- 


bilities you bear shall be any longei 
disbarred from having a vote, solely 
because of her sex." 


"To the modern woman comes a 


new vision of herself in relation to 
the home," she said. "City councils, 
tale legislatures and congress are 
nore and more dealing with moral 
and social questions that touch the 
home vitally, yet. the woman never 
can have weight with these forces 
until she has political responsibility 
for them. The only noble way that 
a woman .can. stay at home yet ex- 
press through the home her highest 
ideals is by sharing in all the forces 
that determine home conditions." 


Dr. Keller said the principal alter- 


ation the women want to make in th 
constitution is the extension of suf- 
frage. 
"Our present work is simply 


to strike out the word 'male' from 
the statutes. 
The 
education 
am 


properly restrictions may 
be 
of 


value, but wherever they 
alread 


have been removed from the 
men 


(hey must remain removed from the 
women also." 


Fred A. Sims, of Frankfort dis- 


cussed the need of a constitutional 
convention for 
Indiana 
from 
the 


standpoint of taxation. 


"It may be admitted," he said, 


"that the present awakened interest 
comes largely from four sources— 
the already large 
tax 
rate; 
Ihe 


steady increase thereof; the threat- 
ened heavy advance, and the distri- 
bution of the burden of taxation." 


Sims did not recommend a remedy 


but discussed the ideas put in prac- 
tice by other states, notably Wiscon- 
sin, where the income tax theory *is 
utilized together with spe :ial taxes 
and the general property la.x. 


"The present large tax rate and 


its threatened advance, is not the re- 
sult fundamentally of -.vasto on the 
part of those entrusted with the ex- 
penditure of public money, hirt arises 
principally from three source.*;," he 
said. "These are the heavy t'emand 
of the public upon the treasury; the 
escape of a considerable amount of 
property from bearing the just por- 
tion of the tax burden, and the in- 
herent weakness of the

provided by law for the administra- 
tion of the tax law.

ROSES IMPROVE A 


LAWN WONDERFULLY. 


* * * * * * * * * * * * + ** 


Roses, when used for 
decorative 


purposes on the home grounds, serve 
to set off a fine lawn, and improve 
the appearance of a place not only 
during 
their 
blooming time, 
but 


throughout the year. Most of 
the 


varieties that are used as shrubs have 
a foliage of lighter appearance than 
the majority of other bushes used 
for similar adornment, and they are, 
therefore, placed preferably in front 
of the other plants. This ivi!l result 
in a pleasing contrast between the 
shades of green. They also contrast 
attractively with a greensward 
if 


placed close by the edge of the lawn. 
Roses ttscd in this manner should be 
planted 
in comparatively 
large 


masses. 


Roses which are grown mainly for 


bush or mass effect should be spar- 
ingly pruned, according to the IT. S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
land- 


scape gardener. They should be per- 
mitted to run wild instead of being 
pruned into any form, 
and 
only 


deadwood or very old wood should be 
removed when they are pruned. Of 
the various species of roses used to 
beautify lawns, the most prominent 
are Rosa rngosa ("rugosa" referring 
lo the rough foliage of the rose) and 
he common wild roses of the road- 
ide and thickets in the different sec- 
ions, of .the United States.

From a cultural standpoint roses 


are divided into three.main classes; 
those grown for bush or mass effect; 
those grown for cut flowers; and 
those that climb trellises and porch- 
es. Those that are grown mainly for 
the individual blooms which are to 
be taken from them must be treated 
in a very different manner from the 


roses for hush effect, 
as 
described'
